Urged For Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
Indiana’s “property tax m ess” 
m ay be the worst in any state 
outside the South, Time M aga­ 
zine publisher Perry Prentice 
told 
the 
Indiana 
House 
of 
R epresentatives Tuesday. 
Prentice, quoting numerous 
.studies 
and 
expert 
sources, 
urged reform ing property taxes 
by 
heavily 
taxing 
land 
and 
putting 
little 
or 
no 
tax 
on 
buildings 
or 
other 
im prove­ 
m ents to land. In rural areas, 
the sam e policy would benefit 
the good farm er, he said. 
“ But I suspect that you are 
all so accustom ed to the way 
things are in Indiana that you 
just take them for granted, so I 
wonder of any of you realize 
that the property tax m ess in 
Indiana m ay w ell be w orse 
than the property tax m ess in 
any other

South,” he said. 
Indiana requires less frequent

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Gift Of Life 
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Rush County residents have a special opportunity 
today and for the next five months to help not only 
them selves but every citizen in this area. The op­ 
portunity is to “give the gift of life” through par­ 
ticipation in the Rush County Blood Draw program. 
Today’s blood draw program was held at the 
Church of Christ on West lith Street from 1-7 p.m. 
Local organizers have announced a goal of 1,000 
pints of blood to be collected. Today’s effort is just one 
of many that have been or are being planned to 
achieve this goal. 
The blood program began locally in March, 1974. 
During the first year of operation, the 1,000 pint goal 
was not achieved, although the goal was not far from 
being reached. 
As a member of the Central Indiana Regional Blood 
program, residents of the county still qualified to 
participate in the free blood program since the county 
was in its first year of participation. 
This year, the blood drive goal is the sam e. The 
1,000 pint figure was obtained by taking five per cent 
of the county’s approximately 20,000 census count. 
A major em phasis is being placed on obtaining the 
full 1,000 pints this year. By doing so, local residents 
will be assured of continuing the benefits of the 
program. 
If the county is successful in obtaining the goal, 
every resident will be eligible to receive blood 
whether they have given or not. This program applies 
outside of Rush County as well as at the local hospital. 
Persons wishing to participate in the program can 
do so only by taking part in one of the several blood 
draws—not by going to Rush Memorial. 
The process takes 30-40 minutes. Eligible donors 
are those between the ages of 18 and 65. They should 
weigh at least 110 pounds and be in good health. 
Participation in the program is a way of showing 
concern for the donor and members of his immediate 
family. It is also an opportunity to aid everyone in the 
entire community. 
Organizers of this year’s blood drive report there is 
still a real need for participants in the program in 
order to reach the 1,000 pint goal within the next five 
months. 
It is up to Rush County residents now to help 
them selves by taking part in the program in order to 
share “the gift of life” now while the need arises.

The “caloric test” is part of a 
com plete neurological and 
otological (ear) examination. It 
is performed by putting a small 
amount of ice cold water in the 
outer ear canal. 
Within seconds, a sense of 
dizziness occurs and lasts for 
about 30 seconds before it 
disappears. 
Associated with this response 
are rapid eye movements and a 
sensation of falling. This nor­ 
mal response to ice water in­ 
dicates the health of the inner 
ear mechanism which houses 
the center for equilibrium. 
The test is not dangerous. It 
cannot harm the ear.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Most 
families neglect financial plan­ 
ning; never a wise idea but 
particularly risky now in view 
of the rapid changes in the 
social and economic environ­ 
ment, according to a leading 
financial counselor. 
Americans 
recently 
have 
been forced to deal in rapid 
succession 
with 
double-digit 
inflation, 
recession, 
interest 
rates surpassing 12 per cent, 
large 
losses 
in 
high-quality 
bonds and stocks, disastrous 
losses in tax shelter invest­ 
ments and changing legislation 
such as the Tax Reform Act of 
1969, says Edwin F. Gatewood 
Jr., president of the Oakland 
Group, Charlottesville, Va. 
Many people, he said, either 
throw up their hands and drift, 
thinking there is little they can 
do about inflation, or assume 
that Social Security plus their 
savings 
and 
a 
union 
or 
company pension will take care 
of them. He noted: 
— 
Ninety 
per 
cent 
of 
American households haven’t 
even bothered to provide a 
written will, nor an effective 
estate plan. 
— Eighty-five per cent take 
no steps to minimize taxation. 
— Sixty per cent of younger 
couples have made no plans to 
finance college education for 
their children. They eApect that 
when the kids reach college 


age, they will be able to borrow 
and pay later or perhaps the 
youngsters will be able to earn 
the greater part of their college 
bills. 
Gatewood said the situation 
verges on the tragic because 
the eroding impact of inflation 
on the family bank account is a 
lot worse than most persons 
realize. 
He said that even at the most 
optimistic outlook, if $1,000 is 
left uninvested for IO years, its 
real value will be slashed to 
$500 by inflation. 
Even if money is invested at 
a 6 per cent annual return, 
Gatewood said, if the investor 
is in the 50 per cent income tax 
bracket, inflation and the tax 
on the interest will cause him 
actually to lose about 3.7 per 
cent a year on his money 
instead of making anything 
“That means that just to 
stand still you’ve got to run 
very hard, to quote an old 
saw,” Gatewood said. “You’ve 
got to get busy and work out a 
combined growth and yield rate 
on 
your capital 
of several 
percentage 
points 
above 
a 
combination of your net income 
tax rate and the expected rate 
of inflation. That takes finan­ 
cial planning.” 
And after a plan is set up, he 
said, it will have to be reviewed 
periodically because conditions 
will not remain static. 


Right now, Gatewood said, it 
takes a 14 per cent yield in 
taxable income or a 7 per cent 
return on tax-exempt bonds just 
to stay even. 


Salary and wage increases 
have been falling behind the 
rate of inflation regularly in 
recent years, he added. 


Unfortunately, he said, there 
can be few blanket rules for 
dealing with the situation on a 
do-it-yourself basis. That might 
be true if inflation and taxes 
were the only big problems. 
But personal values, personal 
ambitions and family complexi­ 
ties also must be taken into 
account in financial planning. 


For example, he said, “Not 
every couple wants to make a 
lot of money and leave it to 
their children. Many want the 
gravy and the bread to run out 
even. 
But 
even 
that 
takes 
careful planning.” 


CREATION OF TWO new 
state super-agencies, being 
considered independently of 
overall reorganization, are 
opposed by those who would be 
most affected. 
A recent Democratic caucus 
of House members approved 
creation of a state Department 
of Agriculture. Indiana, con­ 
sidered a major agricultural 
state, is one of the few in the 
nation without a separate 
D epartm ent of A griculture. 
Creation of a Department of 
T ransportation 
embodying 
responsibility over roads, rails, 
water and airways, has been the 
subject of field hearings by a 
legislative study committee. 
Both 
proposals 
are 
in­ 
dependent of an overall study of 
complete reorganization of state 
governm ent 
functions. 
A 
Department of Agriculture has 
been opposed by the Indiana 
Farm Bureau, who points to the 
success and economy of the 
present 
arrangem ent. 
The 
Department of Transportation 
proposal has been opposed by 
the 
Indiana 
Motor 
Truck 
Association and those engaged 
in the highway industry. 
Indiana has been called a 
m ajor 
agricultural 
state, 
although less than three percent 
of the state’s work force are 
employed in the industry. Farm 
receipts ran a record $3.2 billion 
last year, making us eighth 
in 
the 
nation. 
Federal 
farm programs added another 
$9.8 billion to Hoosier farm 
income, with the 106,000 farms 
using 17.5 million acres of land. 
Under our present system, the 
Lieutenant Governor is titluar 
head of agriculture, carrying 
the role of Commissioner. By 
statutes, responsibility 
for 
specific programs traditionally 
assigned to a Department of 
Agriculture, are divided bet­ 
ween Purdue University and the 
D epartm ent 
of 
N atural 
Resources. 
The state already is finan­ 
cially committed to maintaining 
Purdue as one of the finest 
agricultural institutions in the 
nation. It requires assembling 
an outstanding panel of experts 
in related fields. Unavailable in 
any other ajrea of government 
and impossible to duplicate. The 
lieutenant governor provides 
the appropriate administrative 
liaison 
with 
governm ent. 
Personally, I am unable to see

Thousands of American stu­ 
dents are combining travel with 
learning 
under 
international 
friendship programs designed 
to expand their educational and 
cultural horizons far beyond the 
classroom. 
Other American teen-agers 
are finding out that language is 
no barrier in athletic competi­ 
tions with youths in France, 
Germany, Poland and other 
foreign countries. Still others — 
members of school and com­ 
munity bands, choral groups, 
folk and ballet dancers — are 
touring Europe to perform in 
concert 
halls, 
schools 
and 
village squares. 
The programs cover a wide 
range 
of 
subjects. 
“Class­ 
rooms” can include the back 
rooms of famed pastry shops 
and haute couture salons in 
Paris, the assembly lines of 
European automakers, the Lon­ 
don theater, a Dutch farm 
The travel-and-learn 
tours, 
for which most students can get 
school credits, were developed 
by Stuart Schulman and Ronald 
Maroney, president and vice 
president respectively of Encul- 
turation, Inc., an educational 
services organization. 
Both, 
in 
their early 
30s, 
maintain that travel should be 
more 
than 
just 
sightseeing 
junkets — that young travelers 
should “experience and share 
the lifestyle of their hosts.” 
“Most 
important 
for 
the 
youngsters is to learn 
that 
values are pretty much the 
same throughout the world and 
bridges of friendship are easier 
built through music, sports and 
most basic enjoyments,” says 
Schulman. 


For 
the 
New 
York-based 
Enculturation “practical lear­ 
ning’’ programs, the tours are 
made during the school year. 
Schulman believes students are 
more acclimated to a learning 
situation at that time. 
“The experience becomes an 
integral 
part of the school 
sem ester and 
allows 
both 
teacher and student to build 
around 
the 
program 
and 
immediately apply what they 
have learned,” he said 
“Another reason for fitting 
the trips into the school year is 
that the cost of travel is much 
less expensive during this off- 
peak travel tim e.” 
The average nine-day tour 
costs less than $520 per student 
and 
includes 
transportation, 
accommodations, meals, sight­ 
seeing, g ratuities and the 
services of escorts and guides. 
In the case of the accompany­ 
ing 
instructor, 
teacher or 
coach, the trip is gratis. 
The travel-and-learn groups 
are made up of high school and 
junior college students, selected 
and screened by local civic and 
community groups and submit­ 
ted to Enculturation. Encultura­ 
tion then makes the necessary 
arrangements. 
Typical was a group of 30 
young ladies from Marymount 
College who spent nine days 
learning the techniques of high 
fashion in the salons of Dior, 
St. 
Laurent and 
Chanel 
in 
Paris. Another group — study­ 
ing drama — spent a week 
theater-going in Ixmdon’s West 
End and Stratford on-Avon 
Highlights included backstage 
visits 
with 
the 
casts 
and 
production people.

Beth Bowen is surprised that 
many people do not think of her 
as cooking dinner, 
washing 
windows, ironing a dress or 
entertaining a grandchild. 
After nearly four years as 
Indiana’s first lady, the wife of 
Gov. 
Otis 
R. 
Bowen 
is 
preparing again to assist her 
husband in his campaign for re­ 
election. 
“The thing that has surprised 
me with this position is that 
everyone puts you on a pedestal 
and thinks you are not human. 
I am constantly amazed people 
think of the governor’s wife as 
having an entourage that waits 
on you hand and foot.” 
The official executive man­ 
sion does have a staff but the 
governor’s wife still does her 
share of household duties Mrs. 
Bowen does all of the cooking 
and housework whenever she 
and her husband go home to 
Bremen. 
She does expect to do less 
chauffeuring 
this 
campaign 
than in the first one in 1971-72. 
While on the road, she uses 
waiting time to do needlework 
and already has started on 
Christmas gifts after spending 
many 
hours 
helping 
with 
bicentennial projects. 
Mrs Bowen says her 27 years 
as a small town doctor’s wife 
before her physician-husband 
won the governorship “was a 
good training ground...in coping 
with the different things that 
happen.” 
The Bowens, who will be 
observing their 35th wedding 
anniversary during the 
1976 
campaign, have four children 


and four grandchildren. When 
they were married, Bowen was 
a medical student at Indiana 
University and she had to live 
with the limited income of a 
student and intern and her 
husband’s 
absence 
during 
World War II. 
Three of their children still 
live in Indiana and will be on 
hand 
if 
needed during 
the 
campaign. Their only daughter, 
Judy Bowen McGrew, lives in 
Mission Viejo, Calif. Rick, the 
oldest son, is an assistant coach 
at 
Penn 
High 
School 
in 
Mishawaka and lives at Nap­ 
panee; Tim lives in Muncie and 
works for Ball Corp., and Rob, 
the youngest, is a law student 
at Valparaiso University. 
One difference between ‘.his 
campaign and the one four 
years ago that Mrs. Bowen is 
considering is her decision to 
turn down evening speeches 
that increase the already brief 
time the couple has together.

For years, the high­ 
way industry has been favored 
in allocation of tax dollars, 
becoming a “cow” almost as 
sacred as education.

Meanwhile, the state 
has been reluctant to enter the 
air age with financial support to 
local airports and completely 
ignored the rail roads except for 
enforced “feather-bedding.” 
As a result, the railroads have 
been “lovingly” over regulated 
into bankruptcy by a paternal 
federal government. The Motor 
Truck Association points out 
there are currently more than a 
dozen state agencies, boards, 
commissions and departments 
which do business with the 
trucking industry. Each has 
specific, distinct and separate 
functions and services which do 
not overlap. If there is no 
overlapping or duplication of 
functions 
and 
services, 
rearrangement would not in­ 
crease efficiency or promote 
economy. 
There is a 
natural 
and 
justified fear a Department of 
Transportation will re-evaluate 
priorities, with 
mass 
trans­ 
portation advocates stressing 
energy 
savings 
and 
en­ 
vironmental impact for a larger 
share of 
the tax 
dollars. 


Congress already has given a 
committment to invade -and 
violate the highway 
“trust” 
fund to assist mass transit 
system s. The last G eneral 
Assembly appropriated $2.5 
million to help local 
trans­ 
portation 
agencies, 
and 
$1,080,000 for airport develop­ 
ment. 
Only slightly less than $200,000 
remains uncommitted in the 
state airport funds, while the 
first $35,000 was given to 
Lafayette for public transit. 
Indiana remains committed to 
development of wafer trans­ 
portation, with the deep water 
port on 
Lake Michigan 
in­ 
creasing shipping volume each 
year, 
one 
Ohio 
River 
port 
already in operation, and a 
second under development. 
The last General Assembly 
provided the fram ew ork to 
prevent rail closings in Indiana, 
with state or local “take over” 
possible. 
Opponents 
declare 
a 
Department of Transportation 
would be adding another layer 
to an already overburdened 
bureaucracy. R egardless, it 
would appear there should be 
some evaluation of priorities in 
the field of transportation. 
In viewing the problem s
